Wasuincjtun, July 27.— Soiiator Vila.s 
of WiscoiiKiii, w ho was secretary of tho 
interior and later postmaster general 
during Mx. develaBd's first admlniH- 
tratioin, reiil^d at great length to Seu- 
ator German's attack upon the presi- 
dpiit. For two hours ho hold the floor, 
iimid tlie wruppcd iittontion of tho non- 
ate and gallorios, dolivoriiif; liis sc-athiiig 
rebuke of the Maryland senator. Hu 
denoonoed Mr. Gonnan's assanlt ad 
wanton, reckless and nnJnstilUble, and 
though he declared that Mr. Cleveland 
needed no dofenso at hi.s handH, he took 
up seriatim all the charf<eu made by Mr. 
Gorman, and nu t them wth miUiterly 
skill and logio. He made his statement, 
b« nid,.in the intereit of the truth of 
history. 

Mr. Gorman was not in the senate at 
the time, and to this fact tlie Wisconsin 
senator called attention with regret. In 

fonelu.sion ho tulo^ifizcd the personal 
(.hiiraoter ami jHTsoual integrity of Mr. 
(.'levehuid in tlie most glowing toruis, 
(U'clariiifi, with dramiUio fervor, that 
♦lie president nt' t\h- United States, who 
had roeoived so m >iiy ovideiiees of the 
honor and rcHpect of the American jx o 
pie, could not sutler from this uiijusti/i- 
able attiick of tho Maryland senator. 

At the concluftioii of ids speech. Mr. 
Vilas explained that, in view of the fact 
that Messrs. Gorman, Brioo and binith 
liad assured him thai his motion to re- 
jedo from the one-ei{?hth ditterentidl in 
favor of the rehnors of sugar, must fail 
and the fiu'tluT fact that a Di'mocratie 
oaueus ha<l det'ided to apreo to a fiuThor 
cunl'ureuco witlmut instructions, lio 
would withdraw tho motion. After 
some general remarks by M.*. Stewart 
against the interference of the executivo 
with the htyislative ln-aiieh ot "the nov- 
erument, Mr. tiill'.s motion tiiat tho sen- 
ate recede from its amendments placing 
a duty of 40 cents a ton on coal and iron 
ore were voted upon an<l dotoatod, tho 
Republicans, except Mr. Hansbroufrh of 
North Dakota, joining with tho Demo- 
crats, bound by the caucus agreement, 
against it. The vote stucxl (> to 05, and 
6 to U4. 

Mr. Irby of South Carolina was the 
only other Democrat, except Mr. Hill, 
who voted for free coal and iron. The 
Populists, Allen, ."iyle and Pefifer also 
voted in tlie aifirinative. Mr. Wash- 
burn (Re^., Me.) renewed Mr. Vilas' 
motion to instruct the conference to re- 
code from the one-eighth differential on 
refined sugar, but Mr. Gray immediate- 
Iv made the point of order against it 
that it was not competent for the sen- 
aw to instruct in a "full and fkM" eon* 
ference. The point of order was de- 
bated for some time, but had not been 
decided when the Mnato adjoamed. 

There is no doubt, howwrer, that it 
will be sustained and this motion ruled 
out. Tha getaeral impression is that 
the Mil wUlgo back t o the oonfMenco.

WAsmxa'toii, July 27.— The gold re- 
servo yesterday received another severe 
blow by the engagement at New York 
of .fJ,0<)0,(M)() for export next Satm-day. 
This leavt:s xhr. true reserve lj>.')8, 845, 72.5, 
or !f;j,()o4,570 lower than tho lowest 
point reached prior to tho February 
V'nd issue. Against this reserve tlu^re 
were outstanding on July 1, |.S4»i,«si,- 
01t( in United States notes an ^15;^, 
6^,417 in United States treasnrv notes 
of IhW, making and aggregatt Of near- 
ly #500,000,000 in paper currency re- 
deemable in gold. 

The ezportations of gold since the 
February bond issue aggregate about 
$78,860*000, while the importations 
amount to about |11,860,000, making 
the net loss of gold during the last six 
months about 167,000,000. So far this 
month the treasnsy receipts amount to 
$82,700,000 and On ezpttoditures $28,- 
170,000, leaving a net gain ot $4,680,000. 
Pension payments up to this time 
amount to $13,064,000.

SPWAYlN a f^Mtf tRltS. 

The Agrlenlturkl Depai^ment Publkhe* 
•n tntereetiiiK Rrport. 

WABHiNaTON, July 37.— Tli^ division 
of vegetable pathe61ogy of the depart- 
ment of agriculture has published an in- 
teresting report on the effect of spray- 
ing with fui)gicid-'S on tlie growth of 
nursery stock. Tin; report was prepared 
by H. '1'. Gal'oway, tJui ehii l vi tho 
division, iind emlxxlies the result of 
three years' work in tho treatment of 
nursery stock for tho prevention of 
fungous di.seasos. Tlio work was con- 
ducted at a nursery ai Muliikon, Md., 
and during the three y. :irv t li.>re has been 
treated more thiui 1,u<W,o;m) jyear, plum, 
cherry and apple trees. Spraying, tho 
report says, is looked upon Ivy the 
owuers of tlio nursery as a neeeshity, 
and e<pial importance to oultivalioii and 
fertilization of the soil. The n'lvirt 
summiirizes as follows the mure impor- 
tant points bceoi^t o«tlqr - tka experi- 
ment: 

The treatment had oomiiaratively lit- 
tle effect on tho apples; that is, the uu- 
trcatod trees wore from the beginning 
to the end of tho experiment, practicaUy 
as good as tho treated. The most strik- 
ing results of the work were seen in the 
case of the pears, cherries, plums, ap- 
ples in the order named. 

Bordeaux mixtui't) in evorv instance 
have the best results materially increas- 
ing the growth of the pears and cherries 
and never in any case Injuring the foli- 
age in tlie slightest. There was no ap- 
preciable dilforonoe as regards growth 
between stocks treated early and those 
treated lat«. In other wcnrds, withhold- 
ing the application of the fungicide 10 
to 15 days in the spring did not material- 
ly affect the result so nr as gnytrth was 
concerned. ^ 

The treatments did not seem to pro- 
duce any marked effect on stpohs so far 
as regards as rendering them more easily 
budded. . These results may, in a meas- 
ure, be aoooaated for, however, by the 
fact that the leaf bUght disea.seH \voro 
not so severe during the early parr of 
tlie season of 1801 as nsnal. TJto cost of 
treating nursery stock with bardeanK 
mixture need not exceed 26 cents p«r 
1,000 trees th J first season. The second 
year the cost of the work will also be 26 
cents, while the tliird year the cost will 
be increased to 85 or 40 cents per 1,000, 
making the total cost of treating trees 
until the buds are two years old from 86 
cents to |1 per 1,000. 

The net profit resulting from th( 
work in case of the pears and cherries 
ranged from |1 to $40 per 1,000 trees, 
the average l)eing fUl per 1,000. In 
e(jnclnsioii, the statement is mad.' thut 
as a whole t\w experiments clearly 
show that spraying nuisery stock wit'i 
fuiiKieides is thorouglily i)ra<;ticabl 
tliat it re>;dts in Ix'ttor tre'ts in every 
way; and llually, that it yields a hand 
sons profit. 

KILLED A ^in' aged COUPLE. 

Wallaee Bart, m HaUbreed Indian, 
■anfnd at Dartostawa, Pm. 

DOTLBSTOWN, Joly SJ.— Wallaoc Burt 
was hanged in the county jail here 

Thursday. 

The crime for which Wallace Burt, 
the halfbreed Indian, was hanged in the 
corridor of the Bucks county jail, was 
the murder of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel L 
Rightly. Mr. Rightly was 83 and his 
■ypife 80. They lived near the village of 
Richboro, Bucks county, and ^v^*ro 
found murdered in bed at thc.r iionie 
Sept. ^'4. l.^iCi, tho bod on which the 
bodies lay being sot on tire. There was 
a]ipaieiitly no traces of the rriininal. 
Finally a piece of tobacco was found 
out.side tlie window of the Rightlys' 
house, similar to the brand used by 
Wallatse Burt, a halfbiTod Indian, 
whom a neighbor remembered had 
worke(i for the Rigiitlys about a week 
before the murder. Burt disappe.irod, 
but was found in aswiunp some di.><tance 
from the scene of the murder. A trial 
begun Jan. IC resulted in the discliiu;g« 
of the jury after its members had been 
locked up nearlv a week. 

A second trial was begun on March 
81, but during its progress Burt made a 
confession, and tho proceedings were 
quickly terminated by a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree. On 
the Thursday following Burt was sen- 
tenced to be hung, .iuter hearing his 
death sentence, the murderer assumed 
a demeanor of indifference. He stood 
by his ponfasri o n, but related none of 
the ciroonstitnoes of the crime. He ex- 
pressed his readiness to suffer the pen- 
al^ o( tlM law. and said ha aiada his 
peace with M s kator.-

WESTERN G OVERNM ENT LANDS. 

Threo BI1U Whleh, If Thejr Become Lawt, 

Will Spttlr Mmiy DUpiitc*. 

W.\siii.N()TON, July 27. —Three bills 
whicli passed the house Wednesday an^ 
destined, if they become laws, to do 
much toward settling the many disputes 
over titles to western government lands. 
Most important of them is the measure 
introduced by Mr. Hartman of Montana 
for examination of the lands within tiie 
hind grants and indemnity limits of the 
Northern Pacific railroad In the state of 
Montana and Idaho and the classifica- 
tion of them with regard to their min- 
eral character. 

Under the act of 1804 the Northern 
Padflc was given alternate sections for 
90 miles on each side of its tracks 
through the territories, so that in the 
states of Montana and Idaho it gained 
the ownership of half the land in a strip 
of 40 miles throiigh them. .Mineral 
lands, c.Hcept coal and iron, were ex- 
cepted, as were the sections pre-empteil 
by settlers, but in their place tlu^ com- 
panies wore allowed to select aieas of 
laud of not more than !<) nideg bayood 
the limits of tho original gr.nit. 

Ever since the settlement of the coun- 
try was Ix'guii there have been nuilti- 
plying com, ications becan.se of the dis- 
coveries of great deposits of gold, silver, 
coiiper and lead along the lino of the 
road which e.^tends 7M0 miles in Mon- 
tana and !K) miles in Idaho. By a re- 
cent decision of the supreme court tlu 
principle was ehfablished tliat tlie ex- 
ception of ndneral lands applies to ail 
time, so that whenever minerals are 
found on granted lauds m the future 
the Northern Pacific loses its title to 

them. 

It lias ahvavs lieeii the contention of 
the railnjaii tint all lands not known to 
contain minorals at the time tiie grants 
were conveyecl to it. »ni] that subs ■- 
([ueiit iiiiiierul di.-coveries diil not alteel 
its claim, so that tlie .-.q reine e.Mir! 
oiiuiiuii ( hanged the st.iiu.- of atl.n 
and put at re.-t innuiiK rable local con- 
troversies. Tlie );raiit eonveye<l to ino 
Northern I'acilic 1 T.bliM.uoo" acres in 
MwJitami and l,iMM,,sou in Idaho, but no 
lauds have vi t bec^u p.itentod to tiie 
company ill either state, altliough ■■ - 
lections covering 4,4ois,(sus acres have 
been made. 

The adjustment of thorn nooessarilv 
involves the question of the character 
of tho lands and this can only be deter 
miiiod by sui-h a survey us the aot con- 
templates. The land oiliee reports that 
at least one-third of the lands in the 
railroad belt are mineral. A large part 
of the laud already surveyed is i^trioul- 
tural, and in the grotmd remaining to 
be covered mining claims and patents 
are to be taken as prima facie evidence 
that the lands are inineral. 

Of the other two measures referred to, 
one by Delegate Smith of Arizona is to 
ratify the tities of settlers who made 
bona fide homestead or pre-emption, or 
desert land entries and settiement, and 
whoso homesteads afterward proved to 
be within railroad land grants. In such 
cases the railroad companies are to be 
repaid by an equal amoimt of land from 
the govamment. The other is a bill by 
Representative Hall of Minnesota to 
settie the tities of settlors v,-ho entered 
lauds under the timber and stone act, 
but whose entries, although not yet can- 
celled, havo boon hold invalid U'cause 
of a technicidity, tlio lands having 
"been olfered at public sale according to 
law" contrary to tlie pro isious of tho 
act, which only embraced unreserved 
and unoit'erod lands. 

The bill applies to the states of Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Neviida and Washing- 
ton. Tlip timber and stone law has 
been in lorce for l.j yi>ars, and during 
the time many entries liave boon held to 
be invalid and siuee caiiceiled, so tliut 
some of *tlio tnu'ts have been eute'i*od 
ui>on by later coiners. In (h^fereuco to 
the rights of later settlers these entries 
which nave once been annulled ore nut 
made good by the measure.

Oen- 
eral Pleasanton was the oriuimitor of 
the theory that the sun's rays when 
passed through bluu ghiss wore particu- 
larly stimulating, not only to vegeta- 
tion, but to tha health and growu of 
aiiiimtls.

IFFS GO TOGETHER."

The Ninth district Representative 
downed all his op))onent8 in the flight at 
Augusta and won tlie nomination in 
•hort order after the convention per- 
fected a permanent orgaaisatioB. 

On Wednesday evening when the 
Committee on Credentials voted to seat 
the Applegate delegation from Harrison 
County, it looked very much like the 
field liad Mr, Paynter defeated One of 
Mr. Pajmter's ipost active workers, on 
learninj? of the action of the committee 
remarked ," Wei 1 , that nominates Goebel." 

But the antl-Goebel crowd from Ken- 
ton, who had voted atjninst Paynter all 
along in the temporary organization, 
soon caught on to the fact tliat if Paynter 
lost the Harrison County vote, they (the 
anti-Ooebeletis) wi c nnictically not in it. 

When the convention reas-jeinlilcd ut 
10 o'clock Thursday morning, Mr. Payn- 
ter's friends secured an adjournment 
until 1 o'clock. On rea^somliliiig at one, 
they moved to postpone the report of the 
Committee on Credentials three-qthrters 
ofan hour. This was adopted, and Hon. C.
